OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

1.  To  provide  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  the 
children  of  the  poor  during  sickness,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
those  whom  it  is  desirable  to  admit  in  the  Hospital. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of 
certain  forms  of  disease  peculiar  to  women,  and  to  promote  the 
advancement  of  medical  science  with  reference  to  the  above- 
mentioned  diseases. 

3.  To  diffuse  among  the  operative  classes  accurate  informa¬ 
tion  on  subjects  relating  to  hygienic  management  of  children 
during  their  earlier  years,  and  to  assist  in  the  education  and 
training  of  women  in  the  special  duties  of  children’s  nurses. 


Regulations  for  the  Admission  of  Patients. 

The  Hospital  is  entirely  free,  no  recommendation  of  any 
kind  being  required. 

Males  to  the  age  of  twelve  years  are  admissible  as  In-Patients, 
and  to  the  age  of  fourteen  as  Out-Patients.  Females  are 
admissible  in  either  department  to  the  age  of  14  years.  Under 
special  circumstances,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Board, 
females  beyond  that  age  are  admissible  for  treatment  of  diseases 
peculiar  to  their  sex. 

Cases  which  become  chronic,  or  which  may  otherwise  prove 
unlikely  to  be  benefitted,  either  in  the  Hospital  or  Dispensary 
are  not  retained 
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OUT-PATIENTS. 

Out-Patients  are  admitted  to  the  Dispensary  on  all  the  days 
of  the  week  (Sundays  excepted),  from  8-30  to  10-0  a.m.  The 
Members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  are  in  attendance  in  the

PAYING 

PATIENTS. 

Women  suffering  from  certain  forms  of  disease  peculiar  to 
their  sex,  and  children  requiring  either  medical  or  surgical 
treatment,  are  received  into  the  Hospital  as  “  Paying  Patients.” 

Women  Paying  Patients  occupy  a  Special  Ward,  and  are 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  not  less  than  three  guineas  weekly. 

Children  Paying  Patients  are  placed  in  the  general  Wards 
suitable  for  their  diseases,  and  at  least  one  guinea  weekly  has 
to  be  paid  for  them. 

Paying  Patients  are  received  into  the  Hospital  on  a  written 
order  of  admission  from  the  Honorary  Physician  or  Surgeon, 
who  will  supervise  the  treatment,  or  by  the  House  Surgeon, 
subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  such  Physician  or  Surgeon.

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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

For  the  Year  ended  December  31  st,  1928. 


THE  Committee  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting 
to  the  Governors,  Subscribers  and  Friends,  its  Seventy- 
third  Annual  Report,  together  with  the  Treasurer’s 
Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1928,  and  desire  to  place  on  record  its  grateful  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  generous  support  accorded  to  the  Hospital  by  them 
during  the  past  year. 

The  work  in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
efficiently  carried  out  and  steady  progress  has  been  maintained 
notwithstanding  the  difficulties  and  drawbacks  of  the  present 
building. 

It  is  with  the  most  profound  regret  that  the  Committee  has 
to  report  the  loss  by  death  during  the  year  of  Sir  Edward  Holt, 
Bart.,  C.B.E.,  Mr.  W.  V.  Hamilton  and  Mr.  Charles  E.  Marshall. 

Sir  Edward  Holt,  Bart.,  C.B.E.,  who  died  on  April  11th,  was 
the  President  of  the  Hospital  from  February  23rd,  1904,  to  the 
date  of  his  death  and  always  took  a  very  real  and  lively  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  feels  the  loss  of 
a  colleague  whose  mature  wisdom  and  guidance  will  be  greatly 
missed.  In  his  will  Sir  Edward  made  a  bequest  of  £5,000,  in 
memory  of  his  son,  Captain  Joseph  Holt  and,  in  accordance 
with  his  wish,  a  suitable  commemorative  tablet  is  being  placed 
in  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  W.  V.  Hamilton,  whose  death  occurred  on  October  29th, 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Committee  of  Management  from. 
February  14th,  1906,  and  Assistant  Treasurer  from  March,  1915, 
to  the  date  of  his  death  and  also  took  a  great  interest  in  all 
connected  with  the  Hospital.  In  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
his  attention  was  devoted  to  the  changing  of  the  status  of  the 
Hospital  from  one  for  Women  and  Children  to  a  General 
Hospital.  The  Committee  again  feels  the  loss  of  a  colleague 
whose  legal  knowledge  and  guidance  were  so  helpful. 

Mr.  Marshall,  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  died  on  February  4th 
and  his  death  is  much  regretted.  Mr.  James  C.  Daniels  was 
appointed  Secretary  in  his  place. 

A  further  loss  has  been  sustained  by  the  Hospital  owing  to 
the  resignation  through  ill-health  of  Mr.  T.  S.  Lupton. 
Mr.  Lupton  has  for  many  years  given  valuable  assistance  and 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  Hospital,  particularly  on  the 
financial  side.  The  Committee  feels  its  obligation  to  him  for 
the  efficient  services  he  has  rendered  which  it  desires  to 
acknowledge  with  special  thanks.

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  the  Committee  is  able  to 
announce  that  the  building  of  the  new  Hospital  will  be  com¬ 
menced  as  soon  as  the  revised  plans  have  been  approved. 
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The  Committee  appeals  to  Subscribers  and  Friends  to  support 
the  Building  Fund  to  enable  it  to  open  the  new  Hospital 
free  from  debt.  £70,000  is  still  required. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  receipt  of  Grants  and 
Donations  as  per  list  on  pages  34  to  36  and  39.  ; 

The  Committee  has  gratefully  accepted  the  offer  made  by 
the  National  Trade  Defence  Association  of  Manchester  to  raise 
a  sum  each  year  to  endow  a  Bed  to  be  designated  “  This  Bed  is 
maintained  through  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Licensed  Trade 
Hospital  Fund,  Founded  1928.”

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Speech  of  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Lord  Mayor  of  Manchester 
(Colonel  George  Westcott,  J.P.)  who  presided  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  on  February  28th,  1929. 


I  would  like  to  refer  to  one  or  two  matters  in  connection 
with  this  Hospital.  I  think  I  know  this  Hospital  from  top  to 
bottom.  I  remember  some  17  or  18  years  ago  entering  the 
City  Council  and,  like  so  many  candidates  for  the  Council,  my 
watch-words  or  catch-words  were  “  Efficiency  with  Economy.” 
So  man)/  members  have  got  into  the  City  Council  on  those  words 
and  so  many  have  not  got  in,  but  I  should  advise  those  who 
have  got  in  and  those  who  have  not  got  in  to  come  and  see  the 
way  in  which  this  Hospital  is  conducted. 

1  think  those  two  words  “  Efficiency  ”  and  “  Econom)  ” 
correctly  convey  to  the  mind  the  way  in  which  this  Hospital  is 
conducted.  It  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  hospitals  in  the  City 
of  Manchester.  I  know  it  is  very  invidious  to  make  comparisons, 
but  I  have  seen  so  many  hospitals  up  and  down  the  country  and 
I  have  never  seen  one  so  efficiently  worked,  or  more  efficiently 
worked,  than  this  Northern  Hospital  in  Manchester. 

The  other  point  is  the  question  of  economy.  It  is  quite 
possible  to  be  efficient  and.  at  the  same  time,  economical.  I 
have  watched  this  hospital  and  the  way  in  which  it  has  been 
managed  for  many  years  and  the  economical  way  in  which  it  is 
carried  on  should  be  an  example  to  a  large  number  of  other 
hospitals  in  this  country,  so  that  you  have  those  two  words 
completely  carried  out  as  an  example  to  other  hospitals  in 
this  country  and  this  city.  But  apart  from  that  I  have  to 
refer  to  those  who  make  it  possible  for  the  hospital  to  be  carried 
on  on  these  lines.  It  cannot  be  done  by  magic  ;  it  is  done  by 
the  human  touch.  The  human  touch  in  this  hospital  is 
extraordinary.  I  cannot  help  referring  to  the  late  Sir  Edward 
Holt,  who  did  so  much  and  lived  so  much  for  this  hospital.  It 
was  Sir  Edward  Holt  who  led  this  Hospital  to  the  state  of 
efficiency  which  it  has  attained  to-day.  But  that  could  not 
have  been  attained  if  he  had  not  been  backed  up  by  an  excellent 
Committee  and  an  excellent  staff.  The  medical  staff  of  this 
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Hospital  is  second  to  none  ;  it  gives  its  services  willingly, 
freely  and  with  pleasure. 

The  Management  Committee  have  seen  fit  to  launch  out  on 
their  big  scheme  for  a  new  Hospital.  It  is  not  only  going  to  be 
for  women  and  children,  but  it  is  to  be  a  general  Hospital.  As  a 
general  Hospital  it  will  require  further  help  and  I  cannot  help 
congratulating  those  who  have  gone  so  far  in  raising  funds  for 
the  new  Hospital — congratulating  them  on  their  wonderful 
effort  and  on  the  large  amount  of  money  they  have  already  got. 
I  feel  sure  the  citizens  of  Manchester  will  not  let  the  Management 
down,  but  will  see  that  this  Hospital  when  it  is  built  is  opened 
absolutely  free  from  debt.  I  shall  be  very  disappointed  if  that 
is  not  so.  If  there  are  anv  citizens  of  Manchester  who  want  to 
release  their  money  they  cannot  give  it  to  a  better  object  than 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Northern  Hospital. 
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Report  of  the  Medical  Board 
for  1928. 


THE  number  of  In-patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
1,612,  an  increase  of  502  compared  with  the  year  1927. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  on  In-patients  was 
1,232,  a  marked  increase  of  450  on  the  number  of  the  preceding 
year.  In  the  Out-patient  department  141  operations  were 
performed,  an  increase  of  10  as  compared  with  the  year  1927. 

The  number  of  consultations  in  the  Out-patient  department 
was  21,390  showing  a  decrease  of  1,603  on  the  year. 

Dental  treatment  was  given  to  290  patients  and  X-Ray 
treatment  to  86  patients. 

The  Massage  department  treated  167  patients  during  the 
year  and'  administered  5,192  treatments.  In  the  Sunlight 
department  3,504  treatments  w^ere  given. 

The  Medical  Board  wishes  to  express  again  its  satisfaction 
with  the  nursing  and  general  arrangements  of  the  Hospital.
